PREGNANT ANIMALS REQUIRE 
ADDITIONAL FEED 


The percentage of lamb and 


calf 
crop that farmers receive next spring 
the health of the young at birth, and 
their weight at weaning time next 
fall will depend to a large extent upon 
the feed and care that the pregnant 
animals receive this winter. Poorly 
fed animals cannot be expected | to 
give birth to tealthy young and 
supply these young with abundant 
nourishing milk after birth. Well 
fed unimals possess greater mother- 
ing-instinct than poorly fed animals. 
It is nevesary that the pregnant an- 
ima]: receive sufficient feed of good 
quality to maintain her own body 
plus a small allowance for her unborn 
young, Quality of feed is just as 
important as quantity of feed. It is 
during the last six to éig'tt weeks be- 
fore ‘birth that the unborn young 
make tie most rapid growth and it 
is during this time that the pregnant 
animal must build vp their reserve 
nutrients from which she will pro- 
duce milk after the young are born. 
Hence the reason for the need of ad- 
ditional feed during this period, 
Experiments have been carried out 
at the Lethbridge Experimental Sta- 
tion and. at a number of other ex- 
perimental stations and at universi- 
i in western Canada to determine

High Farm Income 


RECENT REPORTS on the cash income of farmers in the past year 
show that returns from the sale of farm products was the highest on 
record. Like all other Canadians, farmers have faced higher living costs 
and higher production costs in recent years, and much of the increased 
income is absorbed in these. It is, however, encouraging for farmers to 
receive prices for their products in keeping with the price levels of other 
commodities, The .cash income for farmers in 1951 totalled $2,819,400,000 
according to the report of the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, and this 
figure was twenty-cight per cent. higher than the earnings for 1950, which 
were $2,223,000,000, 

* * * * * 
Higher prices for livestock was one of the factors 
contributing to the increased cash income. Pay- 
ments by the Canadian Wheat Board and the fact 
Higher Figure that rah of the previous year’s grain crop was 
marketed in the spring also contributed to the rise in income. In addition 
some Prairie farmers shared in payments of $10,400,000 made by the fed- 
eral government under the Prairie Farms Assistance Act, in cases where 
Grought and other hazards had impaired the crops, Saskatchewan farmers 
were second among those of all the provinces in the amount of cash income 
received. Ontario came first with $793,192,000, while Saskatchewan fol- 

lowed with $622,002,000, ‘

Alberta was in third place among the provinces, cash 
Most Wheat income for farm products there being $467,380,000, 
Quebec, Manitoba and British Columbia were next, 
For Export followed by the Maritime provinces, In all cases 
there were substantial gains over the figures for the previous year, At the 
beginning of the 1952 crop year, prospects are again good for continued 
high returns for farm products. In January, 1952, Canada was reported to 
have more wheat for export than any other country and at the same time, 
world demand was strong, and expected to remain so. Prospects for sus- 
tained prices for most other farm products also appear favourable at this 
time, and there is reason to hope that cash income levels for Canadian 

farmers will continue to be high throughout the coming year.

WINNIPEG.—@lant scientists for’ years have been 


for a solution to race 15B, a new 


searching 
and dreaded wheat rust threaten- 


ing prairie crops. Manitoba experimenters say they have found 


the answer — in their own bac 


Experiments are conducted under 
the direction of Dr, R. F. Peterson 
in charge of the laboratory of cereal 
breeding at nearby Fort Garry. It 
may take two years to develop wheat 
strains to combat the new red 
scourge, 

If weather conditions favor rust 
development during the next two 
years the west may again see rusted 
Wheat crops comparable or worse 
than those of 1935. Rust in 19385 is 
estimated to have cost eastern prai- 
rie farmers 87,000,000 bushels of 
wheat, worth at today’s prices nearly 
$175,000,000. 

Manitoba researchers in developing 
a wheat strain to combat the new 
rust used McMurachy wheat first’ 
discovered in a field at Pipestone, 
Man., about 50 miles southwest of 
Brandon, After a series of crossing 
McMurachy with other types — Ex- 
change, Thatcher and Redman—it 
was tested for milling qualities and 
its resistance to rust. 

The result was not a good milling 
grade but it was able to resist race 
15B. By crossing the new wheat 
with good milling brands, scientists 
have bred new strains which pass all 
tests. 

The new wheats are of the same 
General type as Redman and Thatch- 
er and the same color, Farmers will 
notice little difference, 

But time remains an important 
factor. Many months must pass be- 
fore sufficient seed can be made avail- 
able to grain growers. Large-scale 
tests must be made before milling and 
baking qualities can finally be assur- 
ed. 

A dry and unusually cold winter in 
southern Texas, were rust spores 
develop, saved Canadian wheat last 
year from an infestation which might 
have been disastrous, 

The new wheat rust—race 15B— 
was first discovered in the early 40s 
and has been spreading rapidly, a 
threat to all commercial wheat 
grown in North America. Last year 
it was plentiful in 19 states south of 
the Canadian border and appeared in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, but not 
in Alberta, 

Race 15B is the strongest rust yet 


kyard, 

; to face plant scientists. Rusts like 
insects and some diseases quickly de- 
velop strength, It is a never-ending 
fight with nature, 

Several times plant scientists have 
succeeded in developing wheat strains 
which prov resistant to rust only 
to have new rusts appear which ~ 
could break down the resistant 
strains, 

The importance of finding a wheat 
strong enough to resist race 15B can 
be seen in Mexico's experience last 
year, Farmers threshed fields yield- 
ing six to 10 bushels an acre of 
shrivelled kernels weighing 40-50 
pounds a bushel, For some reason 
fields sowed early escaped rust and 
yielded well, 

Canadian wheat is the last on the 
continent to be planted. It isa ready 
target for rust spores riding air cur- 
rents from the south. Spores have 
been trapped as high as 20,000 feet.

For Wheat 
To Be Good ; 


_ OTTAWA.—A sharp reduction 
in world supplies of wheat will 
assure Canadian growers top 
prices and even a premium on 
exports for the text several 
months. 


Federal grain experts said Canada 
Tay even have to ship some wheat 
to Argentina, a country normally 


considered one of the big four ex-. 


porters, On the basis of present 
estimates, the Argentine will hare 
no wheat to ship abroad this year. 

“The situation is going to be tight 
for the next several months,” a bu- 
reau of statistics official said. “It's 
a good situation for the countries 
like Canada that have wheat to sell, 
Importers will have to pay the top 
international wheat agreement price 
premium for anything they 
want to buy over I.W.A. quotas.” 

The official was commenting on a 
D.B.S. survey of the world wheat 
situation which said supplies on Jan, 
1 in the four major exporting coun- 
tries were only 1,021,000,000 bushels, 
10 per cent. below the figure for 
Jan, 1, 1951, ’ 

Canada is the only country of the 
four which has more wheat on hand 
than it had a’year ago, The United 
States and Australia show substan- 
tial reductions, and Argentina -may 
have no wheat to export in place of 
the 98,000,000 bushels on hand at 
the start of last year. 

Under the international wheat 
agreement, Canada has a guaranteed 
market for 232,900,000 bushels this 
year, and up to Jan. 22, more than 
half of the quota had been taken up 
by exporters, The 1951 crop was 
estimated at 598,800,000 bushels, but 
28 per cent.—150,000,000 bushels— 
was still unharvested at the year- 
end because of snow-covered fields. 

At the start of 1952, the U.S, sup- 
ply was reported at 456,000,000 
bushels compared: with 639,000,000 
at the start of 1951. Australian 
supplies were 101,000,000 bushels at 
the start of 1952, compared with 
134,000,000 bushels at the start of 
1951, the bureau said. The Argentine 
supply was listed with an official 
“nil” for the first of 1952, compared 
with 98,000,000 bushels a year earlier. 


To Seek Exemption 
From Taxes On 
Some Farm Equipment 


WINNIPEG. — A petition seeking 
exemption of some farm equipment 
from taxes and duty will be forward- 
ed to Ottawa by the Canadian Feder- 
ation of Farm Equipment dealers. 

Mel Cunningham of Red Deer, 
Alta., president, announced the move 
on conclusion of the group’s annual 
convention here. He said exemption 
will be sought on “certain farm 
equipment, accessories and attach- 
ments on which the Canadian farmer 
pays unnecessary taxes and duty.” 

He said the cost of doing business 
is out of all proportion to the volume 
of sales. A recent survey showed 
that dealers’ net operating profits 
were less than 4.4 per cent. 

Increased freight rates and rising 
costs of doing business would un- 
doubtedly reduce profits below that 
figure.

DRYING GRAIN 

Results of tests by the Board of 


Grain Commissioners Laboratory on 
Artifically dried giain wit’ heat are 
now available. Most of the grain 
that has been dried in the country 
down to a straight grade that is to 
14.5 percent or ‘below with wheat, has 
been seriously harmed for milling 
and baking value, and so has been 
degraded to feed grade. It seems 
to be much too risky for country dry- 
ers, either factory-made or home- 
made, to dry successfully to a straight 
grade. These dryers, therefore, 
should be used, in our opinion, to 
dry only from damp to tough, say 
to about 15 percent in wheat. There 
wil] then ‘be much less risk in harm- 
ing the grain, and furthermore coun- 
try elevators can at once take in this 
tough grain whereas they cannot ac- 
cept damp grain for some long time to 
come because the risk of olding it is 
too great. Dryers at terminals have 
better controls than portable .dryers 
in the country, and so can success- 
fully dry down’ to straight grades. 
Furthermore, in drying from tough to 
straight grade only, the capacity of 
the dryers at terminal clevators and 
of country dryers is more’ than 
doubled, so more damp grain can be 
saved if country d:yers only attempt 
to dry from damp to tough grade.—
